DECREE BARS PRESS 
ATTACKS ON RACE, RELIGION 


Forbidden Under 


Believed Aimed at Anti-Jewish Campaign— 
Publication of Foreign Propaganda Also 


Heavy Penalties. 


PARIS, April 25 (AP).—The 
French Government imposed today 
a rigid press law forbidding publi- 
cation of foreign propaganda and 
attacks on race or religion under 
the penalty of heavy fines and im- 
prisonment. 

The Government’s sweeping con- 
trol, established under the’ parlia-/ 


powers, was believed to be directed 
principally at curbing a growing 
number of pamphlets bitterly at- 
tacking Jews and an increasing 
number of political journals accused 
of being subsidized from abroad. 

Members of the Government in 
the past have expressed fear that 
money from Germany and Italy 
was being judiciously distributed ‘to 
some sections of the French press 
either as outright bribes or dis- 
guised as advertising. 

Involved in the Government’s con- 
cern was a fear that colored news 
dispatches might divide French 
public opinion in times of crisis. 

Each Faction Accuses Other. 

Leftist newspapers have accused 
Rightist publications of being fi- 
nanced by German and Italian 
sources. The Rightists have been 
quick to retort that the Leftist 
press is being subsidized by Soviet 
Russia. 

While the decrees as now worded 
give the Government power only 
to prosecute offenders in courts 
after publication, the anti-propa- 
ganda law contains a clause which 


some sources said the Government 


might hold as a club over news- 
papers. 

The decree says a future measure 
will’ regulate conditions for enforc- 
ing a declaration of all funds re- 
ceived for publicity of any sort. 

The decree did not define what 
was to be considered foreign propa- 
ganda. It said, however, that “it 
cannot be permitted for foreign 
agents in all liberty to retain in 
France itself the means of influ- 
encing opinion by campaigns ap- 
propriate to their ends.” 

The decrees, signed by President 
Albert Lebrun Friday but kept se- 
cret until their publication in the 
official journal today, were frank- 
ly declared to be designed to modi- 
fy the French press liberties law 
more than a half century old, 

The official explanation of the 
new press law referred to the Gov- 
ernment’s declaration before Par- 
liament Oct. 4, 1938, that “all that 
excites hatred, all that pits French- 
man against Frenchman cannot but 
be considered as treason.” 

The decree against publication of 
foreign propaganda gives the Gov- 
ernment the right to confiscate the 
property of anyone found guilty 
and to outlaw his civil rights. 

France warily followed Britain’s 
lead in sending her Ambassador 
back to Berlin prior to Reichsfuehr- 
er Hitler’s answer next Friday to 
President Roosevelt’s appeal for 
non-aggression guarantees. 

The French envoy, Robert Coul- 
ondre, arranged to depart late to- 
day for the post he left March 18, 
three days after the Czecho-Slovak 
republic was dissolved.

Citizens May Submit Written 
Questions at Meeting at 
Wednesday Club. 


The first general public discus- 
sion of the exhaustive report on 
the survey of the St. Louis public 
schools, outlined to the Board of 
Education yesterday, will be held 
at 8:15 o’clock tonight at the 
Wednesday Club, Taylor avenue 
and Westminster place. The meet- 
ing, at which written questions may 
be submitted to the leaders of the 
survey staff, will be under auspices 
of a group of civic organizations 
led by the League of Women Vot- 
ers. 

Few questions were asked by the 
board members at a long session 
yesterday afternoon and last night, 
at which Dr. George D. Strayer, 
director of the survey, and his as- 
sociates from Teachers’ College, 
Columbia University, pointed out 
salient features of their recom- 
mendations and findings. 

One Immediate Result. 

The board, however, took one 
formal step in response to a sur- 
vey proposal. It approved a change 
in an agreement with the PWA to 
eliminate new high-pressure steam 
boilers for Soldan and McKinley 
high schools, capable of operating 
electric generators. 

The survey recommended low- 
pressure boilers.and purchase of 
electricity for high schools. No de- 
cision was made on the policy of 
purchase or generation, but the 
change in plans left the way open 
for change in policy. As a result, 
new low-pressure boilers will be 
obtained for Harris Teachers’ Col- 
lege and six grade schools, due to 
the saving on the two high-pressure 
installations. The program, with 
total cost of $100,000, already cov- 
ered four other grade schools and a 
high-pressure system for Sumner 
High School, where, it was said, 
the boilers were so bad there could 
be no delay. 

Only two board members, Arthur

HOUSE PASSES 3-GENT 
GASOLINE TAX BILL 


Reverses Yesterday’s Action on 
Increase in Levy—<Auto 
License Fees Cut in Half,

JEFFERSON CITY, April 25.— 
The Searcy bill increasing the State 
gasoline tax from 2 to 3 cents a 
gallon and cutting automobile li- 
cense fees in half, which was de- 
feated by a narrow margin yester- 
day, was passed by the House to- 
day on reconsideration by a vote 
of 86 to 47. 

The bill now goes to the Senate, 
where it is expected to face stiffer 
opposition. A bill proposing a 4- 
cent gasoline tax has been pending 
in a Senate committee since early 
in the session. Proponents of the 
House bill, however, are confident 
the Senate will approve a 1-cent in- 
crease in the tax rate. 

It has been estimated that the 
House bill, introduced by Represent- 
ative Robert E. Searcy of Emi- 
nence, will produce between $1,500,- 
000 and $2,500,000 additional a year 
for State road purposes. The State 
Highway Department says the 1- 
cent increase in the gasoline tax 
will produce about $6,000,000 a year 
additional, while the license fee re- 
duction will result in a loss to the 
State of $3,500,000 a year. 

Representatives of the Associated 
Petroleum Industries, an organiza- 
tion of gasoline and oil producers, 
estimate that the increased gasoline 
tax will raise only $5,000,000 to $5,- 
500,000 a year. They contend that 
the higher tax will result in a cur- 
tailment of gasoline sales, 

Last November the voters o. the 
State overwhelmingly defeated a 
constitutional amendment proposing 
a 3-cent gasoline tax, but that prop- 
osition did not include a reduction 
of license fees. 

Proponents of the bill contend 
that trucks will still pay the pres- 
ent license fees and that by paying 
a higher gasoline tax the State will 
be more adequately compensated 
for the damage 
roads. 

Under the present 2-cent tax the 
State receives about $12,000,000 a 
year for road purposes. The High-

Secret Hearing on Mysterious 


$6000 Trucking Men's Fund 


Continued From Page One. 


directly or indirectly, to those con- 
tributing to the $6000 fund. 

“To Protect Their Interests.” 

At the secret hearing yesterday, 
the three witnesses told the sub- 
committee of the April 6 meeting, 
at which about 200 truck operators 
were present. They said Winning 
told the meeting that the larger op- 
erators had raised $2000 “for a 
lawyer” and that an additional $4000 
was sought from the small haulers 
“to protect their interests in St. 
Louis.” 

Two witnesses said they contrib- 
uted $25, and ene $50. Two said 


=ithey made their checks payable to 


R. W. Alfred and J. H. Williams as 
trustees for an escrow fund. The 
other said he made his check paya- 
ble to “Cash.” Alfred was named 
as manager of the Hayes Freight 
lines, St. Louis. Williams is mana- 
ger of the Decatur Cartage Co., 1040 
South Eleventh street, St. Louis. 
Winning last week told the 
Post-Dispatch the $6000 fund was 
raised for “legitimate legislative ex- 
penses” in Missouri and Illinois, 
and denied that his organization in- 
tended to use the money to influ- 
ence officials. He said the $4000 
was placed in escrow, not for pay- 
ment to any outside person, but 
for possible refunding to contribu- 
tors. 

He said his association was ac- 
tively supporting proposed legisla- 
tion in Missouri which would lower 
fees for common carriers, and con- 
tain a reciprocity provision under 
which Illinois trucks would be per- 
mitted to use Missouri highways 
without cost. Illinois now has such 
a law extending the same privilege 
to other states with reciprocity 
laws. 

Sees Need for Inquiry. 
State Representative I. H. Streep- 
er of Alton, chairman of the in- 
vestigating sub-committee, said evi- 


idence obtained yesterday led the 


five-man body to the conclusion 
that a thorough investigation should 
be made. 

In order to reach a large number 
of members of the Motor Truck 
Transport Association, he said the 
committee would hold sessions this 
week at Alton, Belleville or East 
St. Louis. 

Missouri’s present permit law pro- 
vides that the city through which 
any common carrier covered by the 
act passes on its route shall receive 
a pro rata share on a mileage basis 
of the permit fee paid. St. Louis, 
as a terminus for many truckers 
from Illinois, would receive a con- 
siderable share of the fees. Permit 
fees, based on capacity of trucks, 
range from $25 to $500. 

Held Up by Litigation. 


Enforcement of the law was held 


up by litigation until Nov. 28 last, 
when a temporary injunction ceased 
to be operative. Since that time, 
because of measures pending in the 
Legislature, immediate enforcement 
of the law has been a question of 
policy with St. Louis officials. 

Senator Louis J. Menges of East 
St. Louis, in giving publicity to the 
charge that a fund had been raised 
for the announced purpose of in- 
fluencing officials in Missouri to 
withhold enforcement said he was 
of the opinion that St. Louis and 
Missouri officials had no knowledge 
of the fund. 


Trustee Says He Doesn’t Know of 
Any Use of Fund. 

J. H. Williams, one of the two 
trustees to whom truckers made 
gut their checks in contributing 
to the $6000 fund, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
he did not know what had been 
done with any part of the fund. 
He said he had heard the name 
of the attorney to be employed, but 
had not verified this information, 
ard would not state the name, 
“The truckers,” he said, “are try- 
ing to get the Legislature at Jef- 
ferson City to pass the reciprocity 
bill, under which Illinois truckers 
will have the same privileges in 
Missouri that Missouri truckers 
have in Illinois. If we can’t get 
some such measure, I don’t know 
how we can remain in business. 
I saw a statement that our organ- 
ization was interested in some mat- 
ter before the Illinois Legislature, 
too, but I don’t know anything 
about that.” 

Explanation of Delay. 

The action of St. Louis city of- 
ficials in withholding enforcement 
of the truck permit law from Nov. 
28 to the present, was explained 
by Edgar H. Wayman, City Coun- 
selor, and Frank J. McDevitt, Di- 
rector of Streets and Sewers. They 
said a meeting was held in Mayor 
Dickmann’s office in December, at 
which they discussed the matter 
with police officials and repre- 
sentatives of the State Highway 
Department. It was decided, they 
said, to enforce the ordinance, but 
McDevitt said police would need 
instruction and co-operation from 
the inspectors of his department. 
At that time, McDevitt said, his 
inspectors were busy with their 
annual inspection of taxicabs and 
service cars; so it was decided to 
defer the beginning of enforcement. 


Enforcement Deferred. 


Later, when the inspectors were 
free to co-operate with the police, 
another meeting was held, and it 
was then that the officials decided 


the Legislatuvye should adjourn. 
The reason, Wayman and McDevitt 
said, was that a measure was pend- 
ing which, if passed, would be 
unfavorable to the city’s interest, 
and that immediate enforcement 
might tend to throw support. to

In 
1937, he said, there were but 44,347 
miners. employed, supporting 180,000 
persons, on wages amounting ‘to 
$54,000,000 and producing only 51,- 
000,000 tons. 

Only 6 per cent of Illinois esti- 
mated coal resources of 200 billion 
tons determined as of 50 years ago 
had been mined, Johnson added. 

“Further dire results are immi- 
nent as the result of smoke abate-

on a coinpetitive commercial basis. 


Grounds for Hope. 


“However, there are grounds for 
hope in this threatening situation. 
Highly promising results have been 
obtained by the Illinois Geologic 
Survey in processing Illinois coal 
and producing a smokeless product 
on a laboratory scale. These in- 
clude briquets, domestic coke and 
more satisfactory stoker fuels. 

“Large-scale demonstrations such 
as would be made possible by this 


appropriation, in order to develop 


and perfect new equipment, are 
necessary. Such demonstration 
tests should hasten the commercial 
adoption of these processes by at 
least 10 years.” 

In an effort to expedite action, 
the same measure has been intro- 
duced in the Senate by Senator 
Louis J. Menges of East St. Louis. 
The measures were urged at the 
beginning of the legislative session 
by Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann 
and Smoke Commissioner Raymond 
R. Tucker of St. Louis.

MINISTERIAL ALLIANCE 
DENOUNCES BEER BILL 


Calls Measure to Permit Churches 
to Sell Beverage Effort to 
to Scandalize Church. 

Bills to permit the sale of beer 
by churches and fraternal and 
charitable organizations, recently 
passed by the State Senate and 
now pending before the Heuse of 
Representatives, were denounced 
as an insult to intelligent people 
yesterday by the Ministerial Alli- 
ance of Greater St. Louis and the 
Bellefontaine Neighborhood Associ- 
ation. 

The Ministerial Alliance resolu- 
tion read in part: “We condemn 
the proposed acts as a wicked and 
surreptitious effort to scandalize 
the church by linking it with a ne- 
farious business and to impart a 
false air of respectability to the 
disreputable liquor traffic.” 

The Bellefontaine Association 
sent letters to members of the 
House giving warning that if the 
bills were passed the association 
would take steps to have circulated 
referendum petitions for repeal. 


KANSAS CITY OWES 
$475,000 LIGHT BILL 


Major Item of Debt—Deficit 
Estimated at $1,750,000 
to $2,000,000. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 25.— 
A $475,000 bill due the Kansas City 
Power & Light Co. for street light- 
ing and other services represents 
tho major single indebtedness 
against this city which has a deficit 
estimated currently at $1,750,000 to 
$2,000,000, although the precise fig- 
ures may not be known until com- 
pletion of an audit. 
The bill represents $101,000 of 
an unpaid balance for March and 
April, 1938, and additional indebt- 
edness of $374,000 incurred’ since 
last October. The city’s fiscal year 
begins May 1. Taxes are collected 
the following month. 

Principal source of the debt is 
for street lighting and traffic sig- 
nals. The company owns the poles, 
wires and signals. Fixed charges 
for this investment in equipment 
are added to the rate for current, 
which is the usual commercial 
rate. 

The bill embraces also light and 
heat for the City Hall, Municipal 
Auditorium and other city~ build- 
ings. It includes a $15,000 item for 
pumping at a city Water Depart- 
ment substation. Interest charges 
have not been included or dis- 
cussed and it is anticipated that 
none will be sought. 

The original bill for March and 
April, 1938, was $120,000. H. F. 
McElroy, who recently resigned as 
City Manager, took care of $19,000 
of it and paid the city’s monthly 
power and lighting bills in May, 
June, July, August, September and 
October. But in November, the 
city couldn’t pay, and it hasn’t been 
able to do so since. 

While no formal announcement 
has been made, it is learned that 
all creditors of the city may join 
in a friendly suit against the city 
with the ultimate object of obtain- 
ing the issuance of judgment bonds 
which might be sold *to give the 
creditors their money. 

Such a procedure was followed 
in 1926, during ‘the administration 
of the late Albert I. Beach, a Re- 
publican Mayor. At that time the 
city owed the light and power com- 
pany $455,000. The debt was wiped 
out through the issuance and sale 
of judgment bonds. Incidentally, 
while the suit was instituted as a 
friendly action, it subsequently was 
resisted, the creditors finally win- 
ning out, 

A non-partisan audit of the city’s 
affairs was made in 1924 and ex- 
tended to 1926. A deficit of $4,- 
739,903 was disclosed. It was the 
last such audit attempted until the 
present time. 


BELLEVILLE POLICE-PAY PLAN 


Faced with the necessity of com- 
plying with a new State law provid- 
ing minimum wages of $175 a 
month for firemen and policemen, 
the Belleville City Council dis- 
cussed a plan last night by which 
the police and firemen would be 
raised to that pay level but would 
work only nine months a year. An- 
other meeting to consider the plan 
will be held Friday. 

At present the minimum wage for 
friemen and policemen is $135

Under his government, Busch said 
the nation’s program would be 
based on “economic and _ social 
needs, not intellectual or sentimen- 
tal adhesion to political theories in 
vogue.” 

Busch’s announcement that he was 
assuming a “totality of powers” 
came after the three pre-Chaco war 
parties—Liberal, Republican and 
Socialist Republican—had organ- 
ized a united front for electiong 
scheduled for May 4. 

These elections will not be held, 
but Busch said he would call “gene 
eral elections at an opportune mo» 
ment.” 

Busch, a veteran of the 1932-1935 
Chaco war with Paraguay, said po- 
litical opportunists had attempted 
to take advantage of the situation 
during and after that conflict.

TAX REFORM AND RECOVERY. | 
Dr. James D. Magee, who has completed a study 
of the effect of taxation on recovery for the Brook- 
{ngs Institution, believes a number of our Federal 
| Jevies should be reduced or abolished in order to 
| promote a revival of business. 

His reasoning, which is not difficult to follew, runs 
‘something like this: The principle of levying taxes 
in proportion to ability to pay is firmly entrenched 
‘4n this country. But if taxes are so high as to limit 
| too sharply the prospect of profit from an investment, 
| people who have money will simply let it remain 
idle. In that case, business stagnates and laboring men 
are forced into the ranks of the unemployed. And, 
because there is a low volume of business and profits, 
the Government collects less taxes than it would if 
the rates were lower. 

There are some hard facts which can be cited in 
support of this view. For example, excess bank 
reserves in this country now amount to four billion 
dollars, the highest figure in the nation’s history. 
Our total bank deposits are now in excess of 53 billion 
dollars—near an all-time high—but 33 billions of this 
sum are idle. Investment in new plants and new 
businesses has fallen to an impalpable trickle. Our 
great reserve of capital is idle because the prospect 
of making a profit is too slight to induce it to take 
a risk. And while this money is idle, 10,000,000 of 
our people are idle with it.

OHN NANCE GARNER is a great fellow 

for marching under triumphal arches at 

the head of armies he doesn’t openly join 
until they are ready for the garlands and 
anthems. None can excel him when it comes 
to easing into a sure-fire tableau and com- 
manding the spot at the finale, This has 
been his lifelong technique. 

As Mr. Hearst’s presidential brain-child 
in 1932, Mr. Garner was inarticulate while 
the great Chicago battle went on and on. 
He wasn’t even sure that he was a candi- 
date himself. But when the nailed-down con- 
solation prize of the vice-presidency loomed, 
he made a swift and sure grab. Again, at 
Philadelphia, in 1936, when the New Deal 
couldn’t lose, he found speech to say that as 
a soldier his duty was to “follow where the 
commander leads,” and his bright rapier was 
swung aloft against the “economic royalists” 
whom Mr. Roosevelt had just added to the 
vocabulary of politics. 

When the court reorganization struggle 
was on in 1937, Garner was out in Uvalde, 
far from the slugging factions. But when 
Senator Joe Robinson died and the presi- 
dential plan collapsed, he came out of the 
wilds, hove into view at the White House 
and emerged as a giant-killer. Jack’s timely 
aim in the dark, it was said, laid low the 
court-packing scheme and saved the Consti- 
tution—but Jack didn’t say it. 

It was just about this time that Mr. Gar- 


_ner became the Great Gray Hope of the anti- 
New 


Dealers. But he kept to his time- 
honored technique, He waited out the hos- 
tilities of the next campaign in his snug 
corner at home. Only when the autumn 
election of 1938 suggested a turn in the tide 
did he spring out of the Texas bush for an- 
other spectacular appearance at the White 
House. The impression was that his snick- 
ersnee was unsheathed against the spend- 
ers and that Jack was ready for leadership 
of the unpurged and unterrified conservative 
Democracy. But the stories that said he 
had read the riot act to the President didn’t 
quote him. Without having fired a shot, 
so to speak, he is hailed as No. 1 Menace 
to the New Deal's future.

‘CAESAR’ GIVEN ITS PREMIER: 
MUSSOLINI COMMENDS PLAY 


Dictator Asks for Reception to Au- 
thor Forzano—Speculation on 
Collaboration. 

ROME, April 25 (AP).—Premier 
Mussolini commended today a new 
stage presentation of the life of a 
man with whom he often is com- 
pared—Julius Caesar. After attend- 
ing the premiere of the play “Cae- 
sar” by the Fascist playwright Gio- 
vacchino Forzano, Mussolini asked 
the Ministry of Popular Culture to 
give a reception to honor the au-’ 
thor and cast. 

A few years ago it was disclosed 
that Mussolini had collaborated 
with Forzano in writing a drama 


based on Napolean’s life. This led 
many Italians to speculate whether 
Mussolini might have worked with 
Forzano on “Caesar.” 

Some persons who saw the play 
thought it indicated many parallels 
between Mussolini and Caesar, who 
lived from 102 to 44 B. C. and was 
named life dictator and “father of 
his country” for his conquests. The 
Fascist press hailed “Caesar” as a 
great success.

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Closes Grand Opera Season — 
Not Up to Mark of Two 
Predecessors.

OUNOD’S “Faust,” the third 


three offered by the newly cre- 
ated St. Louis Opera Association, 
was given last night in the Munici- 
pal Auditorium before a crowded 
house. Though not up to the mark 
estabjished by “Walkuere” and 
“Otello” it was well received by an 
attentive and responsive audience. 

Individual performances by 
Charles Kullman as Faust, Ezio 
Pinza as Mephistopheles and Rob- 
ert Weede as Valentine were of 
an exceptionally high order; the 
chorus sang well, the decors were 
both artistic and functional and 
the orchestra was handled with 
taste. There were, in fact many 
more credits than debits in the sum 
of one’s impressions. That being so 
it is not easy to find the réason 
for its failure to produce a more 
exciting and a more unified. effect. 

The most obvious explanation is 
that Lucy Monroe could not assert 
enough voice or enough style to 
give any sort of edge to the role of 
Marguerite. Her inadequacy broke 
the tension of every scene in which 
she participated, which in itself 
was enough to prevent the opera 
from having a continuous propul- 
sion. Another reason is that the 
trivial music of the opera could not 
sustain a tragic mood and the 
theme—however remote from 
Goethe—would not allow it to be 
treated as comedy. .This as always, 
gave the producers a virtually in- 
soluble problem. 

Brilliant 4 

French musicians have said that 
with the proper style, “Faust” can 
be consistent and charming. What 
that style can be has never been 
stated. 

“Faust” can always be enjoyed. 
however, even when things are not 
altogether right, by the simple ex- 
pedient of regarding it as a grand 
concert in costume. Using that 
approach last night, one could cer- 
tainly get a great deal of pleasure 
out of watching Mr. Pinza display 
his complete authority and from 
listening to the artistic use of his 
large, resonant and expressive 
voice. Mr. Kullman was also whol- 
ly satisfactory. He was, in fact, 
the ideal Faust by reason of his 
youthful appearance and his warm, 
plastic and lyrical voice. And Mr. 
Weede scored emphatically. The 
cavatina in the second .act was ex- 
cellent and the dueling trio with 
Messrs, Pinza and Kullman was 
the high point of the opera. 

Hertha Glatz made an effective 
Martha without going in for the 
usual low comedy. Florence Kirk 
made a very good Siebel and Nord 
Vernellj was an inadequate Wag- 
ner, 

Stage Direction. 

The chorus did not find itself in 
its first appearance but did well 
in the scene with Mephistoles and 
was particularly impressive in the 
fourth act. Vocally the “Soldiers’ 
Chorus” was spirited and muscular 
but the stage direction was such as 
to weaken its effectiveness. Instead 
of marching in with colors flying 
on to a fully lighted stage, the un- 
kempt guardsmen straggled in like 
the French army retreating from 
Moscow. Presumably the purpose 
of this was to key the scene with 
the tragic events that followed. In 
terms of theatrical excitement the 
loss was greater than the gain. 

Conductor Laszlo Halasz kept the 
orchestra subordinated to the role 
of accompanist. Since the orches- 
tration offers very little comment of 
its own, this was logical, and, in 
general, a successful device. In the 
abbreviated Kermesse scene, how- 
ever, the orchestra would have 
been a stronger sustaining influ- 
ence if it had given a little more 
prominence to the waltz tune. In 
the church scene, the orchestra 
made an important cotribution to 
the mood of piety and expiation 
through the skillful use of an am- 
plified electrical organ. 

The whole ation of the opera 
took place w thin two receding 
Gothic arches, thus establishing a 
consistent mood and permitting 
fairly rapid changes of scene. The 
sets all exemplified an economy of 
means but accomplished their dra- 
matic and artistic purpose with 
complete success.

HE prince of the theater’s royal 
T samy, who for some years has 

been more of an exiled duke, re- 
turned last night* in an wunsub- 
stantial stage comedy, “My Dear 
Children,” and by force of his per- 
sonality, fused the work iftto strong 
theatrical entertainment. 


John Barrymore in person is 
John Barrymore of the screen, only 
more so. Master of phrase and sen- 
tence, virtuoso of sniff, grunt, bel- 
low and snort, magician with ges- 
ture and mimicry, he exercises his 
sovereignty over every scene in 
which he appears. Scenes without 
him aren’t worth listening to. 


The 57-year-old actor looks very 
fit, plays with energy, and all in all, 
has a great future ahead of him on 
the stage, as well as a very giorious 
past. Last night's audience was en- 
thralled and kept applauding after 
the final curtain until he made a 
gallant. curtain speech and paid 
tribute to the “great-great-grand- 
daughters of the young women” 
with whom he used to be in love 
in St. Louis, away-back-when. 


Next to the s himself, the chief 
object of curiosity was the fourth 
Mrs. Barrymore—Elaine Barrie— 
who has a featured role in “My 
Dear Children.” And honored with 
more than applause at her entrance, 
the young woman actually won a 
few gasps by her striking appear- 
ance. Obviously an inexperienced 
actress, she nevertheless has poise, 
is attractive and with family coach- 
ing, also may go where she wishes 
in the theater. 


In “My Dear Children” Barry- 
more portrays Allan Manville, a 
former matinee idol now on the 
point of writing his memoirs, and 
Miss Barrie is one of his three 
daughters, the one most like him. 
For the climax at second act cur- 
tain, he takes her across his knee 
and gives her a very lively spank- 
ing. 


The essential idea of the play is 
a simple one. The great actor, 
Allan Manville, has run away with 
the sweetheart of a European mu- 
nitions king, who also happens to 
be Manville’s patron. The eloping 
pair, with charming candor, go to 
the munitions king’s Swiss chalet 
for their little holiday, which hap- 
pens to occur at Christmas. 


To the chalet or castle, which- 
ever it is from the outside, come 
Manville’s three daughters, each by 
a different mother, each named for 
a Shakespearian heroine. Hach has 
her own romantic problem and 
papa has to leave his business at 
hand to help with their affairs. 


The generous amount of laughter 
evoked comes from the star's 
clowning, from a_ well-placed 
naughty word now and then and 
from Manville’s lack of knowledge 
about his progeny, which is 
matched only in the theater by 
Jeeter Lester’s. Whether with the 
assistance of Barrymore or not, 
since the comedy is supposed to 
be vaguely biographical, some of 
the dialogue is so well stated that 
it might have been of his aythor- 
ship. 

The play, which has not yet heen 
to New York, probably could stand 
a general rewriting, but from every 
production angle, is as fine as any- 
thing Broadway has sent us in re- 
cent years. 

The supporting cast is first-rate 
for its purpose, which is only to 
accompany Barrymore, and con- 
tains such familiar movie players 
as Tala Birell and Philip Reed, 
such promising new talent as Doro- 
thy McGuire and Lois Hall. 

The single interior setting, by 
Donald Oenslager, is a symphony 
of blue, white and gold, Which not 
only establishes the affluence of 
the owner of the chalet but has 
a very fetching view of the snow- 
covered mountains, to create the 
atmosphere of a hideaway. Most 
of the players are expensively fur- 
coated, changes of wardrobe are 
frequent and as one of the Christ- 
mas charades, all those present 
dress up in Shakespearian garb.

O FAR I have told you only 
Garou dancing in a forward,

“When 
you're going 150 miles an hour you 
want to go 160, and when you've 
got enough money you still want 
more. I had enough to give me an 
income of $850 a month for life, 
but I wasn’t satisfied.
